The Constitution shall be amend- 
ed to read that the Student Leg- 
islature shall meet every other 
week instead of every week. There 
is not enough business to necessi- 
tate a weekly meeting. 

A new section shall be added to 
the Constitution prohibiting a per- 
son from holding office in more 
than one of the Student Govern- 
ment Association branches at one 
time. This concerns the Student 
Legislature, the Judiciary Council, 
and the Executive Council. 

The Constitution shall be amend- 
ed by striking out the part which 
states that all appointments made 
by the Executive Council of the 
Student Government Association 
are subject to approval by a two- 
thirds majority vote of the Student 
Legislature. 

There shall be an act establishing 
a dance fund for the High Point 
College student body. The act 
states that since the majority of 
the students of High Point College 
desire a dance played by a na- 
tionally famous orchestra each 
year, it is resolved by the Stu- 
dent Government Association that 
each student of High Point Col- 
lege shall pay fifty cents each 
semester into a S.G.A. dance fund 
for the purpose of engaging a na- 
tionally famous orchestra for a 
concert and dance for the stu- 
dent body of High Point College. 
Each student who has paid this 
fee both semesters will be given 
a ticket for the concert that year. 
This -bill will be retroactive to 
September 1, 1956.

By means of individual head 
sets students hear tape recordings of 
vocabulary and other material which 
will help him to prepare his current 
assignment. The laboiatory material is 
especially designed to fit in with les- 
sons being studied in the class room. 
Some recordings are made by mem- 
bers of the faculty in the language 
department. Others are made from 
discs made by natives. The tapes are 
changed each week in order to keep 
pace with class room sessions. Two 
student assistants. Pansy Livengood 
and ]. L. Peterson change the tapes 
and operate the recorders in the ab- 
sence of a language professor. 

The lab has two main purposes: 
to give the student a basic conversa- 
tional skill in his foreign language and 
to give him experience in understand- 
ing the language actually being spok- 
en. It is also an aid in pronunciation, 
sentence structure, reading and writ- 
ing. 

Posters of scenes from French, 
Spanish, and German speaking coun- 
tries are being added to the lab. In 
the tuture it is hoped that a browsing 
corner can be added. Displays of ob- 
)i ' ts from foreign countries, pictures, 
and magazines will emphasize the 
fact that these languages, though 
strange to us; are not foreign .every- 
where. 

The primary function of the new 
language laboratory is to help stu- 
dents enrolled in modern language 
courses. In order to better serve these 
students, Dr. Muldrow will welcome 
any suggestion you may have for im- 
proving the lab.

Many of the ireshmen have asked the question, "Who are our 
basketball players and what kind of players are they?" For this 
reason, I am going to give you a short introduction of each 
player that is coming back from last year's team, and I will also 
try to give you a little information about them as I see it.

Using this to the fullest advantage, 
he is a good rebounder. His , aim 
ness (luring very tense games, has 
made him a standout and he shows 
promise in the coming year. 

Next, we have Bobby Pharr who is 
probably the best ball-handler on the 
team. His deceptive and timely passes 
have led to numerous points for the 
Panthers, He is extremely fast and 
guards his opponets like a hawk.

It a person is going home and 
would like to give someone a rule to 
a point near his destination, he will 
go to the board and take a card from 
the "Drivers" box, fill in the informa- 
tion on it and hang the card on the 
hook that corresponds with the zone 
number that he is traveling in. A per- 
son driving who sees a card hanging 
on the same zone that he is going will 
simply fill out a "Drivers'" earn and 
place it on the hook with the "Riders' 
card.

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This Guy Elvis

Who is this guy Elvis Presley? Is he something that is here 
to stay or is he another Johnny Ray who will fade away like 
summer grass upon a November lawn? 

Last year at this time not many people had ever heard the 
name Elvis Presley. Then all at once out of the clear blue sky in 
Rock n' Roll came Elvis "the Pelvis" Presley. 

It all happened when the kid from Tupelo, Mississippi was 
driving a truck in Memphis, Tennessee where he and his folks 
were living, and came to a halt at a recording center to test his 
unknown voice — a voice that was later to become the nations 
number one best, regardless of national adult opinion. Whether 
this statement is acceptable to the reader or not, Presley has 
the most popular following of any vocalist in many years. 

Since liis first recording he hits visited many cities in the United 
States and given demonstrations of his spasms and songs. So alter 
taking his long walk down Lonely Street to "Heartbreak Hotel," 
and telling the nation not to step on his "Blue Suede Shoes," one 
dark night he looked up at the "Blue Moon," and turned his 
Hound Dog" loose that has chased many of the other Rock 'n' 
Roll heroes into the dark corners of the radio stations and juke- 
boxes. Then he gave the teen-agers a break when he told them. 
"Don't be Cruel." 

The part that amuses me most is the reaction of teen-agers 
when the Rock n' Roll hero starts <\ show, and takes a few swipes 
at his guitar, then lurches into one of his scorchers like ("Ah 
Wa-ha-hunt Wcw-who, Ah Nee-hee-heed Wew-who") or some- 
thing like ("Ahh don't waaa no uthuh luv, Baybee it's jus' yew 
ah'm thinkin' uuuuuv"). 

Elvis' birthday is January 8. He weight is 160 pounds before 
going on stage, about five or ten pounds less after a day's work. 
He has brown, wavy hair, frequently combed but seldom staying 
that way. He started growing side burns when he was 16, so that 
he would look older. His eyes, which are blue, have been de- 
scribed as moody, tortured, sullen and . . . sexy. 

Elvis is really living it up. He has three Cads, pink, blue, and 
yellow. 

Elvis' is doing exactly what you and I would do if suddenly 
you received a lot of money over night. And that is buying 
everything that he always dreamed of. 

The record business is having its best year since Thomas A. 
Edison first captured the human voice on a tinfoil-covered cyl- 
inder. Could this have anything to do with Presley? After all he 
has sold over four million copies of four of his records. RCA 
Victor announced its alltime high advance sale for a single press- 
ing - more than 1,000,000 copies of Elvis' "Love Me Tender", 
a surprisingly restrained love ballad that was just released. 

Up until I heard this record Presley had never showed me very 
much, but this record I flunk is tops in rock 'n' roll today. It is the 
first record 1 have heard him sing that I could tell what his voice 
sounds like. 

It has been reported that he has been operating on the theory 
that it Marilyn Monroe is so irresistible to the men, he can be the 
same to women.

Greensboro College; a bill to raise the 
salaries of the teachers of North Car- 
olina by ten per cent, proposed bv 
Guilford College; a bill to abolish all 
county and city prohibition laws for 
the sale of alcoholic beverages, pre- 
sented by North Carolina State Col 
lege; a bill to give the Supreme Court 
power to declare the President oi 
the United States incapable of hold- 
ing office when il deems it necessary, 
proposed by Fast Carolina College.

THE COMING SEASON 

The 1956-'57 basketball season is under way. 

High Point College is away at a flying start in pursuit of the 
championship of the North State Conference. Although a con- 
ference game has yet to be played, the Panthers have racked up 
three straight wins over outside opponents. . 'though two of these 
wins were over relatively weak opposition, the Panthers showed 
potential rebounding and shooting strength. 

The North State Conference is really going to L a fast league 
this year. All of the teams are strengthened over h rt year and to 
win constantly in this league, the Panthers are goieg to have to 
play pretty sharp basketball. Elon and Atlantic Christian are going 
to be strong again this year, and Western Carolina will again be 
trying to out hustle all of the other teams in the . onference. 
A fact which can readily be seen in the Panthers first » iree games 
is that they are going to make fewer mistakes than they did last 
year. It is known around the conference that High Point and East 
Carolina are especially hot on their own home courts. This factor 
is going to make them extra hard to beat in Harrison Gym. 

IMPROVEMENTS OVER LAST YEAR 

Passing has: improved about 30% and this one item is going to 
win quite a few basketball games. The boys are making short, 
quick passes and giving their man that half-a-step needed over 
the defense. It seems as if the players are concentrating on their 
passes more and therefore making fewer bad passes. 

Better shooting is in great evidence. I think that Bobby Pharr 
is the most improved shot on the team. Bobby has already proved 
himself as a fine defensive player, and this year he looms as an 
offensive threat. Bobby Dunbar, Steve Afendis, and Tom Payne 
are much improved in the shooting department also. With these 
four players vastly improved from last season, High Point will 
have depth all the way down the line. The team as a whole has 
improved in its shooting mainly because they arc not taking 
as many bad shots as they did last year. They are working the 
ball around and getting good shots and therefore are bound to 
hit a higher percentage. Last year where the team was making 
one and two passes before they shot this year they are making 
five and six. When they get the defense out of position they 
pass the ball over to the man in the clear and he shoots in an 
easy one. 

You can not beat a team unless you can keep them from 
scoring and to keep them from scoring you have got to play good 
defense. Last season High Point's main trouble was stopping the 
other teams from scoring. In a number of games we scored ninety 
points or even a hundred and were still beaten. This should never 
happen. As the old saying goes "a team's best offense is its de- 
fense." Coach Yow has been placing more emphasis on defense 
this year and from this stage of the game it looks as if his efforts 
are fairly successful. If Coach Yow can solve this big problem, 
High Point is going to be tough to beat, because every one in the 
Conference knows that we can put that ball through the hoop. 

The fewer shots you get at the basket the less chance you have 
to score. That is the main reason why rebounds are so important. 
One or two men on a team cannot do all the rebounding no 
matter how good they are. Jack Powell was just about the only 
thing we had last year in the way of rebounders, but this year 
he is getting help from other sources. Ken Williams has shown 
improvement over last year and is more agressive on rebounds. 
Danny Sewell has shown good promise as a rebounder; he goes up 
there and gets the ball and even more important than that, he 
hangs on to it after he gets it. With Jack, Ken, and Danny under 
the boards High Point ought to get their share of rebounds. Two 
big men in a game at one time can not get all of*the balls off 
the Ixxirds. They have got to have help from the other three 
men. A team has g:>t to have either three or four men under the 
boards to make sure that they get the ball or it is likely to land 
in an opponent's hands. With a united team effort High Point 
could control the boards in most of the games they play, bettering 
their chances of winning. 

One of the biggest improvements over last year is the "team 
spirit." There is no doubt about it you have got to have "team 
spirit" and cooperation to win. I predict that "team spirit" and 
"hustle" will win a lot of ball games for the Panthers this year. 

HOW CAN THE STUDENTS HELP? 

They can back the team by (1) yelling, (2) attending home as 
well as away games, and (3) praising instead of giving harmful

Declined By 
Fraternities

That fraternity and sorority chap- 
ter rooms are no longer desired was 
the decision in a meeting of organ- 
ization presidents with the college 
administration. 

Dr. Cooke, realizing the immediate 
importance of the issue, called to- 
gether leaders of the college frater- 
nal orders. After reviewing present 
tentative building plans, Dr. Cooke 
pointed out that space had been pro- 
vided for five chapter rooms in tin 
area now occupied by the coaching 
staff in the old gymnasium. He told 
the group that room would Ik- found 
in Woman's Hall for some sorority 
rooms. The program was discussed, 
and the opinion was expressed that 
the plans were much battel than that 
which is presently available. At the 
same time the discussion brought to 
light the fact that this plan would 
not adequately serve future needs. 
The group reached a unanimous de- 
cision to postpone the present build- 
ing plans p--l to seek out a project 
more suited to High Point College's 
rapid improvement program. It was 
decided to look into the possibility 
of lodges such as are now located at 
Davidson College. 

Present at the meeting were Dr. 
Cooke, Dean Allred, Mr. Williams, 
the presidents of all the fraternities 
and sororities, and the president of 
the I. F. C. Dr. Cooke presided over 
the meeting. 

The college will now have to revise 
its program to use the new space for 
other needed organizations and pro- 
jects; meanwhile the fraternities arc- 
studying the problems involved in re- 
ducing the new program to the draw- 
ing board. 

Davidson College, like High Point 
College, is a church-supported school 
and is restricted in having fraternity 
houses. It has a series of lodges 
wherein each fraternity constructs a 
building according to college plans. 
There is spacious area for meetings 
and stowage. This same building is 
often used for small dances. 

The building contractor was to have 
picked up the plans for the changes 
m the present gymnasium the after- 
noon of the meeting, but the new 
changes will require new blueprints, 
therefore, building at present is be- 
ing halted.

"Berlin, 1956" 
Presented By 
Dr. Muldrow 

"Berlin, 1956," a program of slides 
and explanations, was given to the 
last meeting of the International Re- 
lations Club by Dr. Muldrow. The 
slides were taken last June during a 
trip to Berlin, now an island in the 
midst of Russian control. Dr. Muld- 
row was visiting her brother who is 
with the U. S. Army in Berlin. 

A highlight of the trip was a tour 
planned by Army Special Services o! 
both East and West Berlin. West Ber 
'in is now governed by the Allied 
Council of Creat Britain, Prance, and 
the United States. East Berlin, now 
under Russian occupation, includes 
the heart of old Berlin. 

Of interest in the tour of East Ber- 
lin were a trip to the Russian War 
Memorial Cemetery and a ride down 
I'nter den Linden. This street was 
formerly the main street of Berlin 
and was famous for its linden trees. 
Another interesting street is the Sta- 
lin Allee, a model street constructed 
b) the Russians. It leads past the re- 
mains of Hitler's bunker and through

dividing line between the east and 
west zones. 

Dr. Muldrow reported a marked 
difference in the standard of living 
in the two zones easily observed 
as one drives through the city. Much 
rebuilding has been done in West 
Berlin, but, except for the Stalin Allee, 
very few buildings have been con- 
structed in the Eastern zone. People 
of the western zone wore better 
clothes and had a more he .ithy ap- 
pearance. Particularly noticeable was 
the scarcity of cars in East Berlin. 
There were a few private cars but 
most of the vehicles were state trucks. 

Two other places of interest were 
Postdaui. SCUM of the 1945 Confer- 
ence between Truman, Churchill, and 
Stalin and the monument to fliers kill 
ed during the famous Berlin air-lift. 
The monument is made in the shape 
of a bridge - half of it is located in 
Berlin and half in Erankfort. On it 
are I ns c rib ed the names of British, 
American, and German fliers who died 
carrying food anil supplies to the 
people of Berlin. The heroism of 
theM T8 »•■ helped to hold the line 
against Communism.

Art: A night class originally plan- 
ned for outsiders will be open to stu- 
dents on Tuesday nights from 7 
o'clock to 10. It will be a painting 
class, mostly in oils. Other new art 
courses being offered are Contem- 
porary Art # 102, and Painting # 206.

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Student Legislature Shirley Yokeley Crowned Queen of 1957 

Proposes New B.lls At Annual HPC Homecoming Festivities 



The Student Legislature Associa- 
tion of High Point College recently 
proposed two new bills under the 
leadership of C. W. Faulkner, pre- 
siding officer. One bill provides for 
an indoor May Day with a dance. 
The other concerns the extension of 
the Thanksgiving holidays. 

The bills are to read as follows: 
Whereas: The entire preparation for 
outdoor May Day exercises 
would fall solely upon the Stu- 
dent Government Association, 
and 
Whereas: The work necessary to 
put on an outdoor May Day ex- 
ercise is not justified by the re- 
sults of the production, and 
Whereas: May Day festivities at 
the Big Name Band Dance 
would add prestige to the occa- 
sion. 

Article I. 

Section 1. Outdoor May Day fes- 
tivities for the yeai of l956-'57 
be eliminated. 
Article II. 

Section 1. May Day festivities for 
High Point College for the 
year 1956-'57 be carried out at 
the forthcoming Big Name 
Band Dance. 

Section 2. The Big Name Band 
be engaged for a date in May 
if possible. 



Whereas: The Student Government 
Association of High Point Col- 
lege is a democratic body, believ- 
ing iii rule by the majority, and 
Whereas: The majority of the stu- 
dents ol High Point College live 
Within a reasonable traveling dis- 
tance to warrant the two-day ex- 
tension of the Thanksgiving holi- 
day. 
I herefore it is recommended by 
the Student Government Legislature 
of High Point ColK ge that: 

Article I. 
Section 1. I hanksgiving holidays 
should include Thanksgiving 

Day pins the Friday and Sat- 
urday immediately following. 
Article II. 

Section 1. It is the desire of the 
faculty of High Point College 
to leave the starting and end- \ 
ing days of the Christmas holi- i 
days intact. 
Section 2. Since the number of 
school days required must be 
maintained, additional days at | 
the beginning or end of the 
school year would seem pro- 
per. 

In order , r or these proposed bills to 
' — me r "i ol the Constitution, thej 
must be ratified by a two-thirds ma- 
jority vote oi tilt- student body.

Several change* have been made 
m the courses and requirement! for 
the coming year. All courses will be 
renumbered according to the year in 
which they should lx' taken. Upper- 
elassmen courses will lx- the higher 
numbered courses while lower num- 
bers indicate a lowerclassman course. 
In order to graduate, at least forty- 
four hours of the junior-senior courses 
must be taken in the last two yean, 

A new requirement is being made 
'iincerning the English department. 
All sophomores will take World lit- 
erature instead of English literature 
in the coming year. English litcia 
'no will be included in the advanced 
courses for junior and senior years. 

Another restriction is to be put on 
the Dean's List requiring a 2.5 ejual- 
ity point average with no grade be 
low a C for the semester. 

All these changes are aimed toward 
the college program of "quality not 
quantity.

World Famous Educator Speaks 
To Student Body In Assembly

Dr. Frank Laubach, an inter- 
national figure in education, 
spoke to the students of Hi^h 
Point College in a recent tssem- 
bly program, 

Holding a globe of the world in 
his hands, the famous speaker who 
has directed the instruction of illiter- 
ates in over 262 languages proceeded 
to point out to students tin- places 
where his work as a Christian mission- 
ary had taken him. 

Shortly after World War I. Dr. 
Laubach went to the Philippine Is- 
lands where his program called "Each 
One Teach One" developed from the 
net essity of providing teachers for 
tribes which had never been in eon- 
tact with civilization before and had 
no written languages of their own. 
To meet this problem, a spontaneous 
developmi nt occurred whereby those 
who could read taught others who 
could not. Soon the teaching was 
spread In all corners of the Islands 
with results that made vast inroads 
against the world chaos of illiteracy, 

Later, Dr. Laubach turned to the 
immediate problem of a world faced 
with the threat of atomic warfare and 
aggression. He spoke of the choice 
which faces today's youth - of what 
to do with their lives whether to 
join the established lines ol battle and 
enjoy security and safety oi whether 
to join forces with the weak lines

.mcl hope that his life might be the 
missing link which would make those 
lines strong He Insisted that no man 
is an island, that the destinies of all 
men arc inextricably involved. Lifting 
the globe, he pointed out that one 
hemisphere could not be cut off from 
another and that today's stratoeruis 
irs could encircle that globe in a very 
few days. No longev are the great 
oceans able to keep nations apart, 
but they have become "mill ponds." 

He called for a simpler and more 
practical Christianity which would do 
more than defend institutions and 
ideas - it would go out to the help- 
less peoples of the world and extend 
faith to them by love rather than 
bate. 

"The greatest mistake Christian 
peoples base ever made has been 
killing other peoples," declared Dr. 
Laubach. "We are spending a hun- 
dred dollars to shake our fists for 
every dollar we spend to help the 
backward peoples of the world." 

At the close of the address. Dr. 
Laubach dismissed the students with 
The Lord's Prayer saying, "Thy king- 
dom come to all peoples of the 
world," 



Also on the program were Dr. C. E. 
Rnzzelle, leading devotions, and Dean 
Harold E. Conrad, inducting the 1957 
members. The A Cappella Choir 
rendered two chorales by Bach. 

Dr. (.'. H. Hinshaw. presiding with 
Sylvia Pox, i956 inductee, described 
the requirements of the exclusive

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riPC Board i f Trustees Adopts Administrative Policy 



(The following announcement from 
tlic Board ot trustees is a result ot 
action taken at the board meeting on 
February 12, lyoT. The policy set 
forth by the Board was unanimously 
adopted and sent to every tnembei 
ot the faculty and stall on thefollow- 
mg morning.) 

LO THE FACULTY AND STAFF: 

For man> years the Board ol 
liustees ot High Point College and 
the President have been keenly aware 
ot their obligation and responsibility 
to the facult) and stall and have en- 
deavored to attain goals winch would 
enable them to accomplish certain 
objectives with regard to important 
increases in compensation and pro- 
vide retirement income tor the faculty 
and statt ot the institution. 

While High Point College has 
never had a teachers' salary sched- 
ule in the strictest meaning ol tins 
term, it has provided several over-all 
significant salary increases during the 
last tew years, It has always paid 
the minimum salaries required by the 
Southern Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools. Until the current 
year (when the Southern Association 
increases caught up vwth the College's 
increases . the College has exceeded 
the minimum salaries required by this 
accrediting body since being accred- 
ited by tins Association in 1951. 

Although the College has exceeded 
the minimum salaries required by the 
Southern Association, the Board of 
trustees and the President have felt 
that the College's salary and retire- 
ment provisions were still inadequate, 
and they have been striving constant- 
ly for ways and means to improve 
these factors even further. With gen- 
uine pride and satisfaction the Board 
ot liustees and the President an- 
nounce that the necessary arrange- 
ments have been made tor funding 
very significant additional increases 
and improvements in salary and re- 
tirement matters affecting the em- 
ployees. 

Since the College lias operated 
thirty-three years without a real sal- 
ary schedule, obviously the applica- 
tion ot a higher and equitable sched- 
ul( will require adjustments. The ac- 
tum taken by the Board, therefore, 
calls lor a completely new and much 
higher schedule ot salaries covering 
the teaching faculty. Their also will 
be arises among the stall and the 
other College employees. Provisions 
which will alleviate the impact of 
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time work beyond the age of 70 and 
no administrative employee, including 
the head of a department of instruc- 
tion, beyond the age of 65 after May 
31, 1958. 

3. Wliile no full-time employee 
will have his salary reduced as a re- 
sult of the new schedule, unless the 
work load is reduced, and while 
there will be no reductions in faculty 
rank, it does not follow that salary 
will be increased. After the adjust- 
ments have been made, every teacher 
will be paid on the basis of the newly 
adopted schedule. 

4. The history of salaries and in- 
comes shows that the average gain- 
fully employed person, even a profess- 
ional person, reaches the peak of his 
income by the time he has reached 
age 60. Certainly his salary, wages, 
and income have begun to decline, 
and m many cases very drastically af- 
tei age 65. The teacher and profess- 
ional worker are no exceptions. This 
is true of the gainfully employed peo- 
ple among the College's constituen- 
cies and supporters. It is true of the 
average member of the Methodist 
churches in the two church Con- 
ferences that support the College 

In applying this schedule there will 
lie no salary raises for those who are 
continued in service for a year or a 
month at a time in full-time or part- 
time work beyond the normal retire- 
ment age of 65. In view of the tact 
that other salaries are now being 
raised substantially by this schedule, 
the fact that those now over 65 are 
not being raised, and the further fact 
ol decreasing incomes alter age 60, 
all of those reaching age 65 after 
May 31, 1957, and who are continued 
in service for a month or a year at a 
time, in full or part-time work, will 
havi a reduction in their teaching sal- 
aries after age 65 of $1,000 to $1500 
lor full-time teaching. All teachers 
continued in service after 65 will lie 
designated Emeritus Professor, Emeri- 
tus Associate Professor, and so on. 

5. The College faculty for the 
1957 58 school year is to consist of 
not more than three teachers with 
"Emeritus" title, not more than 15 
full professors, not more than 9 assoc- 
iate professors, not more than 17 
assistant professors, and as many in- 
structors as needed. 

All departments of instruction 
must 1h headed by prisons with the 
doctorate degree earned in the appro- 
priate field in keeping with recom- 



mendations and requirements of the 
Southern Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools (no equivalents 
recognized) in so far as those degree 
people are available and can be se- 
cured. (To this end, Dr. Jack R. 
Netcher has been appointed to suc- 
ceed Mr. Wayne Hoover, who has 
••signed to make tliis change possible, 
beginning with the second term of 
the 1957 summer session. The Col- 
lege is assisting Mr. Hoover in find- 
ing a suitable position.) 

7. All new faculty appointments 
and increases in faculty rank among 
all present personnel must meet the 
following education requirements: 

Professor — Ph.D.. another appro- 
priate doctor's degree earned in 
course, or very wide reputation 
as a scholar, writer or researcher, 
and teacher. 

Associate Professor — Same as for 
Professor. 

Assistant Professor — Two full years 
of graduate work or 60 semester 
hours. 

Instru '.tor — The master's degree. 

8. No new faculty member may be 
employed who has reached liis six- 
tieth birthday at the time of employ- 
ment if a younger person is available, 

9. In arriving at the new salary 
schedule, the Faculty and Executive 
Committees of the Board of Trustees 
spent considerable time studying the 

following data prepared tor the Com- 
mittees by the President: 

A complete analysis of the salary- 
history of the present 72 members of 
the faculty and staff; salaries of each 
employee for a number of years back, 
percentages of increases received by 
each; summer - school salaries; the 
year of first employment; age; faculty 
rank; and salary increases necessary 
to put tin 1 teachers on any given 
schedule. 

The new schedule which becomes 
effective on June 1. 1957, is as fol- 
lows: 

Minimum Required 
In Sou. Assn. of 
Colleges, begin- 
ning Sept., 19">6 
RANK 

Instructor $2700 

Assistant Professor 3300 

Associate Professor 3900 

Professor 4500

The minimum salary in each cat- 
egory of the new schedule is $1000 
above that required by the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools and $1000 above the mini- 
mum now being paid by High Point 
College. 

10. The Board voted an increase 
oi $30 in tuition which will provide 
approximately half of the additional 
funds needed. The other half of the 
money will come from outside funds, 
income from the Ford Grant and 
from larger endowment funds, and 
increased appropriations from the 
supporting church conferences. 

The increases will do little more 
than place each teacher at the bottom 
or the beginning point in each bracket 
of the proposed schedule, but there is 
ample room for increases (a range of 
$1,000 in each bracket) in the years 
ahead. This broad schedule should 
serve the College very effectively for 
many years unles inflation drastically 
reduces its adequacy. 

After reading these policies and 
seeing this schedule, each faculty 
member should now have a very good 
idea of what his salar will lie next 
year (the earliest date in any year 
that this information has been avail- 
able). Will you, therefore, please be 
prepared to return very quickly your 
contracts which you will receive very 
soon. While it is believed that these 
polities should lie crystal clear, let 
me urge you to come to me with 
any questions about them that need 
further clarification. 

11. Summer-Session Salaries. (Not 
New). Two si\-\veeks (actually 5V4 
weeks) summer terms are operated. 
Teachers are selected primarily from 
the High Point College faculty, on a 
rotation basis within each depart- 
ment in which instruction is offered. 
Each clas must have a minimum en- 
rollment of eight students to be 
offered. 

The salary for each summer term is 
one month s salary of the teacher 
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during the academic year or one- 
ninth of the salary for nine months. 

12. Payments into Retirement 
Fund. (Not New.) Each eligible mem- 
ber of the faculty and staff (three 
years required for eligibility) is to 
place in the restirement - insurance 
plan of the College, underwritten by 
the New England Mutual Insurance 
Company, an amount not to exceed 
5 per cent of his monthly salary, and 
a similar amount is to be added to 
his retirement fund annually by High 
Point College. In addition, all em- 
ployees of High Point Colege are to 
participate in the government old 
age benefit program (Social Security) 
operated by the Federal Government. 

13. Tenure. (Not New.) After the 
third full year of teaching at the 
College, provided the teacher has 
done seven full years of full-time 
teaching in all colleges, the tenure 
shall be considered as on-going, if 
unconditional appointment is made 
for the fourth year, unless for good 
anil suffieient reason removal is nec- 
essary. 

The Board of Trustees and the 
President make these announcements 
with a great deal of pride and a keen 
sense of pleasure in lx'ing able to do 
so. Beginning with the new year, our 
faculty will receive more salary than 
the median salaries in non-public col- 
leges in the United States with en- 
rollment between 5011 and 1000 stu- 
dents as reported for the most recent 
year available — 1955-56. In view of 
the general level of salaries at High 
Point College eight years ago, this is 
a real achievement — one which the 
faculty and staff so richly deserve 
We are confident that the faculty, 
staff, and all of the employees will 
show their keen and sincere apprec- 
iation with even greater effort to do a 
superior job and with even greater 
devotion and loyalty to the College.

Juniors must 
have a quality ratio of 2.75 for eligi- 
bility and seniors must have a 2.25 
ratio. 

According to the constitution of 
the new organization, not more than 
10 per cent of any class may be 
admitted during one year, and elec- 
tions will be made from the top of 
the roster o (students arranged accord- 
ing to scholastic standings. Special 
pro\ isions in the by-laws make it pos- 
sible for faculty members to be elect- 
ed to membership, for the recognition 
ol outstanding scholarly work and 
publications. 

In addition to faculty and students 
who may be elected to membership 
in the Society, graduates of High 
Point College who within the past 
10 years have given evidence of dis- 
tinguished scholarly capacities may al- 
so lx' elected to alumni membership. 
Men and women, not graduates of 
High Point College, who have given 
evidence of the possession of dis- 
tinquished scholarly qualities, may 
also be elected in an honorary ca- 
pacity. 

The present members of the Scho- 
lastic Honor Society are faculty mem- 
bers already members of Phi Beta 
Kappa or other recognized orders of 
a similar kind. They are. Dr. Helen 
Bartlett, Clarice Bowman, Richard 
Cox, Dr. Ben Hill, Dr. William Locke, 
Dr. Blackwell Robinson, Dr. Jerome 
Smith, Dr. Philip Smyth, and Mrs. 

The first initiation 
of qualified undergraduate will be 
held late this spring.

How to Build Up School Spirit and the Reputation of H.P.C. 

It is a great disadvantage to a school not to have a football 
team, because; football builds up the spirit of the student body. 
Since High Point does not have a football team it concentrates 
all of its money and interest towards basketball. Althoug ; basket- 
ball draws a lot of the interest of the students it is no enough 
to keep up the morale for a whole year. What do the students 
have to cheer for during the spring after baskethall seasoi is over? 

High Point has baseball, tennis and golf teams, which com- 
pete in the North State Conference; but there is no special 
emphasis placed on any of these sports. 

Let us take the baseball team for an example: dining the last 
few years the Panthers have been playing sub-marginal baseball. 
Why? There are three reasons for this: 

1. There is lack of interest on the part of those participating 
and on the part of the students. 1 here are hardly ever more 
than thirty to forty people at any of the ball games. 

2. The college does not give enough scholarships to entice the 
good players to come to High Point. Since the school only 
supports one sport, basketball, it would be nice if funds 
could be found to build a baseball team. It would not take 
too much money to construct a fine baseball team here at 
the college, and there is no reason why the school could not 
turn out a championship team every year. 

3. The third reason for the lack of a good baseball team is the 
condition ol th< playing field. High Point has one of the 
worst fields in the League when with a little effort it could 
be one of the best. The infield is in terrible shape, there is 
no grass planted and when it is dragged all that occurs is a 
stirring up of the rocks. The outfield is in no better shape 
than an ordinary cow pasture. All that needs to be done 
to the field is that of being pldwed up and new grass 
planted and then made into a ball field. After the new 
field was completed it would then have to be taken care of, 
a job which has been badly neglected in the past. 

High Point, being a small school, needs something which it 
can be proud of and one of the best methods that I can think 
of is for the Panthers to have a really top baseball team. With a 
good baseball park and a good team, High Point woui ge 
lot of good publicity and also gain a fine tation. 

The saine sort of rebuilding program c I bx 
and golf. It docs not cost too much to run tennis or \ b 
because of the amount of equipment needed. 

A good example of how a minor sport ";ii build the reputat 
of a school could be witnessed at Presbyterian College 
Carolina. This school has only 3(X) students, . last y 
the second best tennis team in the Uni't d 5 "\ •> 

knows about Presbyterian by their great tennis teams and llicic 
is no reason why High Point with about 1(01 students could 
not accomplish this same feat. 

True, it would cost a little money to accomplish this; but I 
think that this would be money well spent. The main cost of 
this rebuilding program at High Point would be: 

1. The hiring of two new coaches for the full time coaching 
of minor sports. 

2. The giving of a few scholarships with which to build the 
teams. 

3. The fixing of the baseball field and the building of some 
good new tennis courts. 

Let us hope that in the near future High Point can boast of 
some great teams in baseball, tennis, golf, anil maybe some day

Once again the beloved patron saint of Ireland is watching 
from his celestial throne (and wearin' a coat o' green, I'll wager) 
as the time approaches for his special day of celebration. Perhaps 
(as so many legends and traditions have grown up about this great 
missionary ) he walks abroad the earth once more to see a great 
miracle of today — that which has kept alive the -memory of his 
Christian works and teachings these sixteen hundred years. 

People always think of the gaiety of the folk of the "Emerald 
Isle gaiety which springs from the kindness, generosity, and 
warm-heartedness of this romantic people (most of whom have 
kissed the Blarney stone at one time or another in their lives).

Fellowships 
Offered From 
Scandinavia 

Fellowship for study in Denmark 
and Sweden have been offered to 
American graduate students for the 
1957 58 academic year by the two 
Scandinavian governments, it was an 
nounced by Kenneth Holland, Presi- 
dent of the Institute of International 
Education, 1 East 67th Street, New 
York City. 

Closing date for both competitions 
is April 1, 1957. 

Three fellowships have been of- 
fered hy the Danish Government 
through the Ministry of Education. 
I hese include funds (3990 kroner) for 
a year of study at an institution of 
higher education an da short orienta- 
tion course. Grantees should have 
hinds to pay their own travel and 
incidental expenses, They may, if eli- 
gible, apply for Fulbright Travel 
Grants. 

The Swedish ^Government is giving 
three fellowships through the Swed- 
en- \meriean Foundation. These a- 
wards are administered in the United 
States by the Institute of International 
Education and the American-Scandi- 
navian Foundation. Stipends include 
4500 Swedish crowns for the aca- 
demic- year. It is expected that tuition 
will be waived except at the Inter- 
national Graduate School for English- 
Speaking Students at the University of 
Stockholm, for which the tuition is 
approximately $30. Candidates must 
pay their own travel and incidental 
expenses. They may study at the 



Universities of Gothenburg, Lund, 
Stockholm, and Uppsala, and at oth- 
er approved institutions. 

Preference is given to candidates 
under 35. Other eligibility require- 
ments are: United Stales citizenship; 
a Bachelor's degree from an Amcii 
can college or universit) of recognized 
si. Hiding by the time of departure; 
demonstrated academic ability and 
capacity for independent study; good 
moral character, personality and 
adaptability; and good health. A 
knowledge of Danish is not a pre- 
requisite for the Danish awards. A 
knowledge of Swedish is desirable ex- 
cept for those wishing to study at the 
International Graduate School. Appli- 
cations may be obtained from the 
Institute of International Education in 
New York City or from its regional 
offices in Chicago, Denver, Houston, 
San Francisco and Washington, D. C.

From The Top Of The Tower

When Toscanini was conducting the debut performance of 
Ravel's Bolero in America, Ravel was in the audience listening 
critically. After the piece was over, Ravel walked to the podium 
and said (paraphrased). "Maestro, that was an excellent per- 
formance, although you played too fast." Toscanini rather dis- 
dainfully replied, "If I played it any slower, it would be intoller- 
able!" "That," cried Ravel, "is what I want!" 

This was the story that Patric Fitzgerald told to Gerald Fitz- 
patric and me the other day, as we were having our second 
cup of coffee for the morning. After we had chuckled apprec- 
iatively, Gerry said, "Did you ever think how much our lives are 
like pieces of music?" We reflected on this for a while, and 
then Gerry went on with, "Some of them are great pieces. In- 
spiring and beautiful Some are just ordinary, yet they are still 
pleasing. In all of them one thing remains true: each directs 
liis own, and there is a moment when each must call for a certain 
emotion, thought, belief, or principle in order to make the whole 
of his life complete, harmonious, and of value to himself and 
his fellow man. Just as in a piece of music the conductor must 
bring in at the right moments the- proper section, instrument, 
trill, or rest to make the whole piece gratifying to himself and 
enjoyable for the audience." This coming from a usually unpro- 
found Gerry gave us all occasion for thought. After a while Pat 
took his clay pipe from his mouth and said, "Aye, there's the 
truth in what you say, Gerry, but did you ever think that (just 
as in the case of Ravel and Toscanini) the conductor must con- 
duct the piece as the composer has written the score and wants 
it to be conducted, or he fails to please the composer. In the 
same manner each man must direct his life, as the Great Com- 
poser has written and wants. Otherwise he will displease Him. 
Quite often, to live by the Great Composer's score will seem 
intollerable to-us, yet if our lives arc to have any true value, they 
must be lived according to His score." Again we fell into re- 
flection, and it was in this sober frame of mind that Saphronia 
Pumphandle found us, when she tame into the bookstore after 
the eight twenty period.
